Roads Last Year—Hines

600,000 more for its revolving fund 
to supplement the $500,000,000 orig- 
fmally provided and now practically. 
exhausted. In preparing this esti- 
mate for congress today, Director 
_ General Hines explained that $196,- 


‘te the government, incurred in op- 
erations last year, and the remain- 
der represents advances to railroad 
companies, to be repaid eventually 


* with interest. 


Congress will be ‘eekea immedi- 
ately to approp e this amount, 
‘which Mr. Hines declared would be 
necessary, regardless of whether the 


‘railroads were returned to private 


management within a few months or 


, retained longer. 


The director general estimated 
that $368,193,000 would be required 


this year to finance capital enter- 
+ prises, such as improvements and 
’ purchase of cars and locomotives, 
which railroad companies are not 
able to finance without borrowing 


from the government. This figure 
also includes $12,840,000 for contem- 
plated expenditures on inland water- 
ways, and $20,000,000 to finance a 
reorganization of the Boston and 
Maine.

These items total $685,806,000. 

This sum, together with the $196,- 
600,000 logs to the government on ac- 
count of ‘the difference between op-, 
erating income and returns guar- 
anteed the roads,.make $881,806, 000 
for which the governmeht would be 
liable on account of 1018 operations, 
when all. railroad accounts for the 
year are settled. The addition of 
$368,139,000 estimated requirements 
for 1919 makes  $1,250,000,000 esti- 
mated drain on the revolving fund 
for both 1918 and 1919, and with al-} 
towance for the $500,000,000 already 
appropriated, the new needs are 
computed at $750,000,000. The direc- 
tor general refers to this as 4 mini- 
mum requirement and all -figures 
are subject to later revision. 

Not Enough te Settle. 

This report also shows that the 
present revolving fund is $381,806,- 
000, too little to settle all accounts 
for 1918. 

“A very large part of these ex- 
penditures -‘must be provided for in 
the first few months of 1919,” said 
the director general, “and we are 

pelled to allow for the situation 
= during the period prior to the 
next Liberty loan campaign and dur- 
“ing that campaign it would not be 
desirable or practicable for railroad 
‘corporations to do a large part of 
their own financing. 

“Whether. government control 
continue until the end of the twen- 
ty-éne ‘months’ period or shall be 
terminated in the next few months, 
it is equally necessary that the ap- 
propriation above recommended be 
“made. If the control continues for 
the twenty-one months’ period,

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|Cromwell Sisters 
Leap Into River 


Returning From Franc¢, 
Gladys and Dorothy 
Cromwell Jump From 
Rail of Steamer La Lor- 
raine. 4 


Bordeaux, January 24,—Misses 
Gladys and Dorothy Cromwell, sis- 
ters of Mew. York, leaped from the 
rafl of the French steamer La Lor- 
raine as the steamer was in the 
Garonne river, boung for New York, 
today. Both were drowned. The 
bodies have not been recovered. 

Both the young women bélonged 
to the American Red Cross, and were 
returning home. A letter found in 
their stateroom and addressed to the 
commanding officer of their Red 
Cross unit, informed him of their 
intention to “end it all.” 

The Misses Cromwell had spent 
much time at the front, and friends 
said they had complained of being 
tired physically and mentally. 

The Cromwell sisters were twins, 
23 years old. They had been in the 
service of the Red Cross since Feb- 
ruary, 1918. most of the time at 
Chalons-Sur-Marne, where they were 
engaged in canteen work. For sev- 
eral months they were within range 
of the German guns and in the 
midst of constant airplane raids. 

When the canteen closed the sis- 
ters entered the evacuation hospi- 
tals, where they, continued work un- 
der high pressure. Miss Barnett, 
the immediate superior officer of the 
Misses Cromwell, told the Associated 
Press that they were the best liked 
and the most devoted workers she 
had. Miss Barnett believes that the 
reaction from the long strain and 
high nervous tension under bom- 
bardments caused the sisters to be- 
come despondent. They were cheer- 
ful and happy when they left Paris, 
she said. 


New York, January 24.—The dis-

Dorothy Cromwell created a sensa- 
tion in society circles in this city. 
They were members of one of the 
city’s most prominent families. 

The Misses Cromwell, who were 
twins, were daughters of the late 
Frederic Cromwell, for many years 
treasurer and a trustee of the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance company. Their 
brother, Seymour L. Cromwell, is 
president.of the Society for. the 
Fatherless Children of France, and 
a recipient of the Cross of the Le- 
gion of honor.

pate Money for Salary 
Raises, We Will, Work 
for Special School Tax,” 
Says President Phillips. 


“We have a plan that we believe 
will raise the money necessary to 
give the teachers of the Atlanta 
public schools the raise they are ask- 
ing for, or that will satisfy them 
for the time being,” said President 
E. C. Phillips, of the Atlanta School 
Teachers’ association, Friday after- 
noon, “But we do not think it wise 
at this time to make the plan pub- 
lic. We will bring it before the 
board of education, which has prom- 
ised to meet us again Monday after- 
noon in the Commércial High school, 
provided they wish us to.” 

Mr. Phillips declared his convic- 
tion that the plan worked out by tHe 
directors of the teachers’ association 
will pro sel effective in securing the 
money for an increse in the teach- 
ers’ salaries, but would give no ink- 
ling as to what the plan proposed. 

Will Werk fer Tax. 

“All Mayor Key has to do,” con- 
tinued Mr. Phillips, “is to assure us 
that the council will anticipate the 
money in time to have a raise in- 
cluded in our January pay checks, 
and we will be ready to go forth 
and work for a special school tax.” 
He would not commit himself, how- 
éver, as to whether or not the teach- 
ers would be willing to work for an 
increase in the tax rate of the city 
from $1.25 to $1.50 per hundred, as 
proposed by Mayor Key, 
speaking to the teachers Thursday 
afternoon, 

Speaking with reference to the ru- 
mor that the teachers had formed a 
union and the published statement 
that the teachers would not affiliate 
with other labor unions of the city, 
Mr. Phillips said: “We have not 
really considered the formation of a 
labor union, therefore could not have 
given out anything authentic re- 
garding non-affiliation with other 
labor unions in the city.” 

When told that rumors had he 
circulated over the city to the ef- 
fect that the teachers in the public 
schools would strike Monday after- 
noon if their demands for more pay 
were not definitely met by the board 
of education, Mr. Phillips made no 
definite statement, but declared it 
to be the purpose of the teachers’ 
association to aid the members of 
the board in every way to bring 
about a mutually agreeable settle- 
ment of the problem that now con-'| 
fronts the board and the association 
members. 

Have Been Working Hard, 

“We have been very busy,” said 
he, “and ’the members of the asso- 
ciation, through its board of direc- | 
tors, has worked faithfully, spend- 
ing much thought ahd much time in 
their efforts to evolve a solutio f 
the problems that not stand : 
the board and .the teachers, and we | 
expect to place a definite, detailed 
plan ‘before the board of education 
Monday afternoon which we believe 
the board can accept.and which we 
are convinced. can be put into exe- 
Pation at once. to the benefit of all 
concerned. 

“While w&é do not consider it our 
duty to find the means to be used 
in raising the pay of the public 
school teachers. of Atlanta, yet an 
effort. to help the board of education, 
which we know and feel is in accord 
with us, and sympathizes with us 
in our difficulties, we have worked 
out a plan that we think is feasible. 
We know we can’t work without the 
sympathy and co-operation of the 
board of education, nor do we be- 
lieve the board can work without 
our co-operation, The trouble in the 
past, according to our belief, has 
been the lack of understanding be- 
tween the teachers and the board of 
education.” 

In an informal talk Friday after- 
noon at a luncheon at which several 
prominent Elks were present, Wal- 
ter P. Andrews, ‘state senator from 
this district, declared that the best 
solution of the problem that now 
confronts the Atlanta city govern- 
ment through its inability to raise 
the salaries of the Atlanta teach- 
ers, was to levy a mtinicipal income 
tax, or in other words, to make ev- 
ery citizen pay to the city of Atlanta 
a certain small percentage of his or 
her income.

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WILSON STANDS 
FOR RECOGNITION 
Of RUSS UPHEAVAL 


President Insists on Un- 
conditional Recognition 
of the Revolution and All 
of Its Consequences. 


STRONG OPPOSITION 
IN CERTAIN QUARTERS 


Understood That Wil- 
son’s-Purpose Is to In- 
duce Russian Factions to 
Agree on Course — Wil- 
son Does Not Approve 
Bolshevik Policies. 


Paris, January 24.—President Wil- 
son’s plan for dealing with the Rus- 
sian problem includes the “uncondi- 
tional recognition of the revolution” 
by the representatives of the asso-| 
ciated powers, according to The 
Petit Parisien, which declares its 
information comes from “an espe- 
cially authorized source.” Of this 
recognition its informant says: 

“This must be construed as imply- 
ing recognition of all the conse- 
quences of the Russian revolution as 
far as the former government of the 
czar is concerned, but in no wise 
as approval of the Bolshevik pol- 
icies.” 

The press continues to display 
the &eenest interest in the Russian 
problem. Although former Foreign 
Minister Sazonoff and Prince Lvoff, 
the former premier, declare they are 
firmly decided to have nothing 
whatever to do with the Bolsheviki, 
The Matin declares that numerous 
Russians at present in Paris, no- 
tably Basile Maklakof, the Russian 
ambassador at Paris, are of the 
opinion that the anti-Bolshevik gov- 
ernments should not give up the 
advantage of a hearing before the 
allies, no matter how reluctant they 
may be to meet the Bolsheviki.

GERMANY’S COLONIES 
CONSIDERED BY COUNCIL 


British Colonial Premiers 
Are Heard—Council Al- 
so Considers Strength of 
Forces to Be Maintained 
During the Armistice. 


Paris, January 24.—A_ series of 
international events of the highest 
order took form today at meetings 
of the council of the great powers 
and the military commanders on all 
the fronts. These may be summed 
up as follows: 

First. The issuance of a solemn 
warning to the world that the pos- 
session of territory gained by force 
will seriously prejudice the claims 
of those who use such means and 
set up sovereignty by coercion. This 
declaration was framed by Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

Second. The appointment of a 
commission of the highest military 
authority, including the _ British 
minister of war, Marshal Foch, Gen- 
eral Diaz and General Tasker H. 
Blisj ‘to carry forward early de- 

; “vation and establish propor-

age the western front. 

Third, Discugsion of territorial 
claims, (or oon “Gérman col

Fourth, Approval of the . council 
of the striking of a medal for all 
troops taking part in the war. 

Fifth: Authorization to M. Pi- 
chon, the French foreign secretary, 
to draft instructions for the joint 
mission which is about to proceed 
to Poland. 

Important Questions Today. 

The Poregoing embrace some of 
the most difficult questions before 
the peace conference, and with the 
projected action for tomorrow on 
the league of nations, indemnities, 
labor and international. highways, 
it goes far toward clearing the 
slate of most of the large subjects 
before the conferencé, 

While the solemn warning with 
regard to the gaining of territory 
by force specified no countries, it 
covered broadly the warring ele- 
ments in the Ukraine and those 
around Vilna and mberg, where 
bombardments have occurred, and 
also in the Caucasus, where the 
new Georgian republic is fighting 
the new Armenian~ republic; also 
Serbian inroads on Montenegro as 
well as territorial occupation along 
the eastern. Adriatic, in Thrace and 
in Poland. 

Some of these situations already 
have brought protests and other 
protests are expected, so that the 
great powers decided to enunciate 
the principle that “possession by 
force places a cloud on title.” 

The creation of a military com- 
mission for proportioning the troops 
on the western front brings the vig-| 
orous figure of Winston -Spencer 
Churchill into the conference. The 
sentiment of the council was strong- 
ly for demobilization with the least 
possible delay: There is reason to’ 
believe also that the commission will 
carry out the plans already before 
the war department in Washington 
for the return of American troops 
homeward as rapidly as transporta- 
tion permits and that there will he

Eugene R. Fox Commits 
Suicide Friday After- 
noon, Leaving Note Say- 
ing That Ill Healg®Was 
Responsible. ‘ 


Leaving letters addressed to his 
wife and his brothe® explaining that 
his act was the result of {ll health, 
Eugene R. Fox, 40 years old, a 
farmer of Devereaux, Ga., 
day afternoon committed suicide in 
his Washington street boarding 
house, by cutting his throat. 

The effciae was discovered at 5 


o’clock Friday afternoon by a 
brother of the dead man, William H. 
Fox, a railway mail service clerk, 
living at the same address, who 
found the unconscious body lying in 
a pool of blood in his room on the 
second floor. 

The injured man was rushed to 
the Grady hospital and given instant 
medical attention. He died at the 
hospital at about 7:30 o’clock Fri- 
day night. 

According to the statement of 
William H. Fox, his brother has been 
in very bad health since last spring, 
living in Atlanta under the care of 
a special physician since that time. 
Mr. Fox added that his brother had 
stated that he was afraid he might 
lose! his mind, and had spoken of

The great gash inflicted in the 
throat of the dead man was made 
by two razors, which were found 
by his side, both covered with blood. 

The tetters left by the dead man 
stated that continued iI] health, with 
no hope of early recovery, was the 
cause of the _ suicide. Mr. Fox 
seemed to be in full control of his 
mental faculties at the time of writ- 
ing the letters, for he outlined in 
detail his financial condition, and 
gave instructions as to the conduct 
of the affairs of his estate. 

The body. was. removed from the 
Grady hospital to the undertaking 
parlors of Harry G. Poole. It will be 
sent to Milledgeville, Ga., for funeral 
and interment. 

Mr. Fox is survived by his wife, 
five small children, two brothers, W. 
H. and O. H., the latter of Macon; 
two sisters, Mrs. A. Joseph, of Mil- 
ledgeviile, and Mrs. J. T. Elliott, of 
New York.

NO LIMIT IS PLACED 
ON POWER OF WILSON 


Closing Debate Marked 
by Attacks on President - 
and Hoover — Sherman 
Charges Wilson Intends 
to Recognize Bolsheviki 
and Feed Them. 


Washington, January 24.—After a 
week of spirited debate, the senate 
tonight, by a vote of 53 to 18, passed 
the administration bill appropriat- 
ing $100,000,000 for food for relfef in 
Europe and the near east. The fund 
was requested by President Wilson 
as a means of checking the west- 
wardepread of Bolshevism. 

The méasure now goes to confer- 
ence for adjustment of minor senate 
amendments, but leaders believe 
final enactment will be caccomplish- 
ed next week. 

Senater Martin, of Virginia, the 
democratic leader, and Overman, of 
Nerth Carolina, and Warren, of 
Wyoming, were appointed senate 
conferees. 

The most important senate amend- 
ment changed the house section 
against feeding enemy peoples, so 
that nationalities friendly to the 
United States and the allies may be 
aided. All amendments designed to 
limit the power of President Wilson 
or Food Administrator Hoover in 
distribution of the fund were re- 
jected recently by the senate, and no 
final effort was made today for the 
addition. 

How Senators Voted. 

The opposition comprised three 
democrats, Senators Gore, of Okla-

Paris Paper Says Position 
Is Likely to Be Offered 
to President—Efforts to 
Hasten Adoption of Plan 


Paris, January 24.—President Wil- 
son is likely to be offered the pres- 
idency of the commission of the 
league of nations, The Echo de Paris 
today says. 

By the commission of the league 
of nations is probably méant the 
permanent executive body for. the 
conduct of the proposed league's af- 
fairs. 

Responsive to demands in the 
United States and Great Britain 
which are echoed in Germany, for 
an immediate circulation of the 
peace treaty, efforts are being made 
to hasten the adoption of a plan for 
@ league of nations. It is declared 
to be the conviction of the delegates 
that no permanent peace @an be 
made until certain principles to gov- 
ern the relations between the states 
have been accepted by the peace 
conference, 

Such questions as the rearrange- 
ment of boundaries, the assumption 
of indemnities and reparations and 
the creation of constituted authori- 
ties are regarded as the very basis 
of the treaty of peace and not only 
the American delegates, but also 
the British and French delegates, 
are understood to be of the opin- 
ion that these things can not be 
safely composed in special peace 
treaties, but must be founded upon 
the general principles forming the 
basis of a league of nations, 

Another consideration is the like- 
lihood that if the treaty of peace 
is signed first there will be little 
disposition among the delegates to 
linger in Paris to complete a league 
of nations. 

British Plan for League. 

The much-discussed British plan 
for a league of nations, which has 
just been -completed, can now be 
outlined in concrete form to the peo- 
ple of the United States for the 
first time. 

The following details, though un- 
official and subject to alteration, 
represent in substance the plan that 
will~be laid before the peace con- 
ference. 

The main feature of the league 
provided for in the plan will be the 
establishment of machinery for 


: handling international disputes. This 


will be based on an agreement 
among the members of the league 
not to interfere with the territorial 
integrity of states or to permit oth- 
ers to interfere with them. 

The rendering of assistance and 
guidance to new and undeveloped 
states to maintain freedom of tran- 
sit and just commercial relations 
between the members of the league 
are some of the principal aims to 
be supervised by the league. A com- 
mittee to rule on the question of 
trade in ammunition and arms, be- 
fore which would also come up for 


study internationai probiems relat- 
ome to economics gnd sanitation, 

“A like central 
body Re handling international la- 
bor ey is provided for -in the 


mre 

ction it is held that 
al. bodies now. exist- 
ing and any which may be created 
must be brought together in some 
centfal place, which will be the 
capital of the league, and work in 
close co-operation with the league 
if the effort to promote interna- 
tional co-operation is to be success- 
ful. The British plan provides for 
a general conference of the dele- 
gates of all nations members of the 
league and for a smaller interna- 
tional executive council for the 
transaction of ordinary business. 


Permanent Head of League. 


A permanent secretariat for the 
league would be presided over by a 
man of authority and experience in 
European affairs sitting at the 
capital of the league, with all nec- 
essary diplomatic immunities. Pe- 
riodic meetings of the league’s del- 
egates are provided for, but it is 
pointed out that it probably would 
be convenient for states to appoint 
permanent representatives to the 
capital who would act for. their 
countries until more authoritative 
delegates arrived. 

The plan excludes some states, 
like Germany, from the league for 
the present, on the ground of un- 
trustworthiness, but ‘it holds that 
this exclusion should not be pro- 
longed unnecessarily. Every civ- 
ilized state with a settled govern- 
ment will be invited to join the 
league. Provisions for separate 
representation for India and the 
British dominions is provided for. 

Disputes for settlement are divid- 
ed into two alasses—justiciable and 
non- justiciabje—and each state will 
be the final fudge as to whether a 
dispute is justiciable or not. 

The establishment of a permanent 
court of international justice for the 
settlement of justifiable disputes is 
proposed, and until it is created a 
court of arbitration is suggested. 
Either a council or a conference of 
the league is thought to be the 
proper organ for the consideration 
of non-justiciable quarrels,

James A. Sutton. who disappeared 
from Atlanta last Saturday night, 
writing his wife that/he was about 
to be drowned in the Chattahoochee 
river by three of hi enemies, is 
alive, sorry he faked the letters and 
looking for work, according to a 
statement made yesterday by his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. L J. Norman, 
of 115 Grant street. 

Mrs. Norman declined to state 
where Sutton is now located, but 
said that Mrs. Sutton has received 
two letters from him in which he 
expressed sorrow for having written 
the fake letters and declared that he 
wanted his wife to join him as soon 
as he could secure another position. 

“Mr, Sutton is a good boy,” de- 
clared Mrs. Norman. “He has al- 
ways been straightforward and hon- 
est and he has an excellent record 
at Camp Gordon. He was just down 
on his luck and out of a job and 
was afraid to come home and face 
me, a widow woman, when he had no 
money. Of course, I knew from the 
first he had not been murdered, but 
I feared suicide, so for that reason 
I asked that the river be searched.” 

The story of Sutton’s letters has 
developed the fact that there are 
two Roy Dales in Atlanta. One is 
the Roy Dale who is believed to 
have given Sutton a lift in his bak- 
ery truck the morning after Sut- 
ton’s disappearance and the other is 
L. Roy Dale, manager of the Pru- 
dential Blue Print company, who has 
been kept. busy informing his friends 
that he had no meeting with Sut- 
ton’s “ghost.” 


MEN FROM OVERSEAS 
POUR INTO NEW YORK 


New York, January 24,—The 
French steamer Rochambeau,: from 
Bordeaux, arrived here tonight with 
more than 800 American officers and 
men, bringing the total number of 
arrivals during the day to more 
than 6,000 and the number of ar- 
riving troop ships to eight. The 
other ships in today were the bat- 
tleships New Hampshire and Louisi- 
ana, the transports Calamares and 
Goentoer, the American steamecs 
Accomac and General Goethals, and 
the French steamer Chicago. 

The Rochambeau was several days 
overdue, having sailed on January 
9. Fear for her safety had been felt 
until she put in at Halifax Wednes- 
day to replenish supplies, which hada 
been exhausted on a voyage delayed 
by rough weather. 

The 883 soldiers aboard included 
7 officers and 303 men of the 337th 
field artillery, 19 officers and 6553 
men of the 339th field artillery, 297 
casual office and 1. casual enlist- 
ed man. Because of the lateness of 
the hour debarkation was post- 
poned until tomorrow. 

On the Louisiana were 33 officers 
and &887 men of the 59th cecast artil- 
lery corps and 24 officers and 874 
men of the same unit were aboard 
the New Hampshire. 

On the Chicago were the 814th 
pioneer infantry (negro) and sev- 
eral casual companies. 

The Goentoer brought home 40 
officers and 653 men of the 40th 
regiment of engineers; battery F of 
the 56th coast artillery corps; 102d 
trench mortar battalion (New York) 
and casual company 418. 

On the Accomac were twenty- 


seven casuals from various branches 


of the service. 

At the embarkation offices in Ho- 
boken it was understood there were 
no wounded on these vessels. 

The Fortieth engineers included 
the camoufleur corps, among them 
being 145 moving picture artists 
and a number of sculptors and 
painters—a unit organized at the 
American university in Washing- 
ton, D. C. Three of the camoufleuers 
died of wounds and twelve were 
wounded severely. . 
® The steamship General Goethals 
arrived later in the day with a 
skeleton organization of the 34th 
division (Nebraska, lowa, South Da- 
kota and Minnesota) and a medical 
detachment from Ohio. 

The transport Calamares also ar- 
rived today from Bordeaux with 
1.474 naval officers and men from 
the United States naval station at 
Paulliac, France, thirty-six casual 
army officers and four civilians. 

Mongolia Bringing Troops. 

Washington, January 24.—The 
transport ngolia has sailed from 
France for Mew York and will ar- 
rive there J@nuary 30 with 100 offi- 
cers and 5,000 men, including about 
1,000 sick and wounded. 

Troops aboard the vessel include 
one casual company of Virginia 
troops. 

One casual company of Georgia 
troops is aboard the Samarinda, due 
in Nexmw York January 31. 


Washington, January 24,—The 
war department was advised today 
that the following units in France 
had been assigned to early convoy 
home: 

Base hospital No. 42; aero squad- 
ron Nos. 11, 20, 181, 169, 248, 655, 
656, 487 and 494, and air service 
casual company No. 3. 

The battleship Connecticut, which 
sailed from France January 20 with 
1,000 troops, reported today she had 
changed her course and was pro- 
ceeding to New York instead of 
Newport News, as announced yes- 
terday.

its tone, its fine shading. 

The reminiscent joys of the an- 
dante were a message carried with 
real poetry of mood and a pianis- 
simo was attained which was de- 
licious. 

Forms Pretty Contrast. 

The mock solemnity of the Gou- 
nod march, its delicacy and staccato 
precision formed a pretty contrast,

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Revision of Entire State 
System and Abolishment 
of Ad Valorem Provision 

_ of the Constitution Sug- 
gested. 


Revision of the entire state tax 
system and abolishment of the old 
ad valorem provision of the consti- 
tution by means of a constitutional 
amendment will be the most impor- 
tant recommendations of the special 
tax commission of the legislature in 
its report to the legislature next 
July. - 

Public hearings on the new plans 
of the tax commission will be held 
in six Georgia cities, the schedules 
being asifollows: 

Macon, April 14; Albany, April 16 
and 17; Dublin, April 18 and 19; 
Savannah, April 21 and 22; Rome, 
April 23 and 24; Gainesville, April 
25 and 26, 

' A subcommittee, composed of Sen- 
ator H. R. DeJarnette, Tax Com- 
missioner Henry J. Fullbright and 
Dr. George N. McPherson, of the 
University of Georgia, will formu- 
late into a tentative plan and report 
all reports and discussions that came 
up at the three-day session of the 
tax commission, which has just ad- 
journed, and will report back to the 
commission at a meeting to be held 
im@the office of Governor Dorsey 
March 10. — 

Recommendations Planned. 

It is understood that the follow- 
ing recommendations will be made 
by the commission: 

All real estate would be returned 
to the county tax receiver, the own- 
er not making a valuation of his 
property. A county beard of three 
tax assessors, elected by the people, 
would then fix the value. Valuation 
fixed by the tax assessors would be 
reviewed by a county board of re- 
view, composed of three members 

- eletted by the county commissioners. 

A final review of the valuation of 
property would be made by a state 
tax commission of three members 
appointed by the governor. This 
commission would have the author- 
ity to employ deputies to make spe- 
cial audits and examinations of 
county tax books, such deputies not 
to exceed one from each congres- 
sional district. 

An entirely new system in regard 
to the taxation of mortgage loans 
peevieee that makers of mortgage 
oans would return their mortgages 
to county clerks to be registered 

and taxed by a fee system graduated 
according to the amount of the 
loan, this one collection to cover 
the period of the loan, but a renewal 
of the loan to be taxed again on the 
same scale, and no motrgage on 


Georgia property to be valid unless 
so registered and taxed. 


Bankers’ Returns. 


Banks themselves would return 
their deposits and loans for taxation 
and would be required to take our 
of deposits a graduated scale of 
taxes on deposits. 

A copy of each invoice of goods 
Purchased by a merchant would 
have to be filed with the tax re- 
ceiver and merchandise stock woulda 
be taxed on the basis of such in- 
voices. 

Beginning with a small tax on 
small incomes and scaling upwara 
to a large tax on large incomes, this 
graduated tax would apply to all 
persons having an income from la- 
bor or investments. 

Inheritance taxes would be re- 
vised and placed in the hands of 
county ordinaries for collection, ana 
a new scale of percentages would 
be fixed. 

Each different class of property 
would be subject to a different rate 
of taxation, the several rates to be 
fixed by the legislature, sufficient 
latitude to be allowed on each dif- 
ferent rate to provide for the ex- 
panding needs of the government.

WILSON SENDS CABLE 


FOR KILLING MAJOR; 
WOMAN INVOLVED 


London, January 24.—A coroner’s 
jury today brought in a verdict of 
wilful murder against Lieutenant 
Colonel Norman Cecil Rutherford, of 
the medical corps of the British 
army, in connection with the death 
of Major Niles Charles Seton, who 
was shot and killed January 132. 

At the inquest a detective te 
that after the arrest of Lieute 
Colonel Rutherford, that Ruth 
ford wrote a note to his wife saying 

“TIT am sorry. The worst possible 
has happened; Seton is dead.” 

Mrs. Rutherford’s maid testified 
that during the absence of Colonel 
Rutherford in France, Major Seton 
several times visited the Ruther- 
ford house and remained there for 
week-ends. 

On the day of the shooting, the 
maid declared, there was some trou- 
ble between Colonel Rutherfora and 
his wife, after which Rutherford 
left the house, telling the maid not 
to place his revolver in his travel- 
ing bag.

letters written by Mrs. Rutherford 
to her husband, stating that she 
wanted him to gain his freedom, and 
would not place any obstacle in the 
way of divorce. 


Major Seton was killed at the res- 
idence of his cousin, Seton, 
secretary of the judicial department 
of the Indian office.

Major Seton formerly 
was in the British army medical 
service. Colonel Rutherford, at the 
time of the shooting, was commis- 
sioner of medical service in the 
ministry of national service.

ON COTTON EMBARGS 


Washington, January 24.—Raising 
of the embargo on cotton exports to 
enemy countries is now being con- 
sidered by the associated govern- 
ments, President Wilson today ca- 
bled Senator Smith, of South Caro- 
lina, in reply to requests by sena- 
tors and representatives from south- 
ern states that restrictions be lifted. 
The message indicated, however, 
that no definite conclusions have yet 
been reached. 

“Referring to the telegram of Jan- 
uary 17, sent by yourself and other 
members of congress,” President 
Wilson replied, “cotton may now be 
exported to all countries in amounfs 
adequate for their needs. Further 
exports to or for account of enemy 
countries raise important questions 
of policy which are the subject of 
attentive consideration by the asso- 
ciated governments.” 

After reading the president’s mes- 
sage, officials of the war trade 
board said it evidently had been 
garbled in transmission. They de- 
clared that no cotton had been ship- 
ped to enemy countries and that 
none would be until the question of 
the economic blockade of the cen- 
tral powers had been settled at the 
Paris peace conference. 

Pointing out that the president’s 
message referred to the fact that 
the question of this blockade now 
is being considered by the associated 
nations, these officials said the 
statement that cotton was being ex- 
ported to “all countries” must have 
referred to the allied countries and 
neutrals. All restrictions as to cot- 
ton movement to those countries 
were removed some time ago, 

Control over the destination of all 
ships leaving American ports still 
is retained by the war trade board, 
it was said, through the system of 
licensing fuel coal. The board has 
received no instructions to permit 
any ships to proceed for ports in 
enemy countries, it was declared. 
Even ships carrying food relief to 
southern Europe were required to 
proceed to Gibraltar and their fur- 
ther movement was by agreement 
among the associated powers.

Clifford Thorne Says 

Power Over Freight 

‘Rates Should Be With- 
drawn at Once--Shippers 
Oppose U. S. Control. 


Washington, January 24.—With- 
drawal immediately by congress of 
the arbitrary powers possessed by 
the president «o fix freight rates was 
asked today by Clifford Thorne, rep- 
resenting various shippers, before 
the senate interstate commerce com- 
mittee. He said incalculable injury 
would be suffered by the shippers 
unless this was done. 

Mr. Thorne told the committee 
government operation of railroads 
was “so distasteful among the ship- 
pers of the United States that were 
a popular vote taken today it would 
be defeated overwhelmingly.” 

The railroad administration, he 
said, however, had accomplished 
some good things that “must be 
saved out of the wreckage,” and to 
that end he recommended remedial] 
legislation during the interval be- 
fore the ultimate disposition of the 
roads was decided upon. He advo- 
cateqd amendment of the existing 
mf so as to restore the suspension 
powers of the interstate commerce 
commission; strike out the clause 
which he said attempted to make 
the orders of the president superior 


to state and federal law, and add a 


provision requiring the _ director 
general to pay final judgments 
against common carriers under his 
control and charge the same to op- 
erating expenses. where so gharge- 
able pricr to government operation. 

“It is essential,” Mr. Thorne said, 
“that these amendments shall be in 
effect during this interval while you 
are considering the ultimate dis- 
position of the railroads, for other- 
wise during the next few months 
many sweeping, whole changes in 
rates, rules and regulations now 
pending will be consummated, and 
these changes have no connection 
with the war, whatsoever, against 
the kaiser.” : 

The witness said when railroad 
control act was pending congress 
was told the power to control rates 
would not be exercised except as 
necessary “in the public interest.’ 
Despite that assurance, he added, 
one of the first acts of the director 
general was to pass upon all the 
rates in the country. 

“The temptation was too great 
for a staff composed almost wholly 
of railroad men,” he declared.

Ordnance Department 
Will Retain Equipment 
To Supply Great Army 


Washington, January 24.—-Major 
General C. C. Williams, chief of ord- 
nance, described to the house mili- 
tary committee today some of the 
steps taken by his department to 
prevent the country from going back 
to the state it was in before the 


war, Sufficient arms and ammuni- 
tion will be kept, he said, for an 
army large enough to guard the 
ne against any possible inva- 
sion. 

“The ordnance department now 
has 3,700,000 rifles, 2,000,000,v00 
rounds of ammunition and enough 
artillery ammunition to supply 
forty-eight divisions for six 
months,” General Williams said. 
“Similarly large quantities of other 
equipment is being held. The de- 
partment plans to,.keep this matec- 
rial, and in addition machinery for 
making it which has been manufac- 
tured during the war.” 

General illiams asked for an ap- 
propriation of $1,000,000 for bring- 
ing back from France thousands of 
tons of ammunition of all kinds. 

Arsenals the ee neon had be- 
fore the war wi 
tion, General Williams said, and in 
addition several of the new war 
plants will be taken over and kept 
in such condition that they could be 
put in operation at short notice 
General Williams asked for $500,000 
to carry on experiments with tanks, 
which he said had proved to be one 
of the most effective instruments 
of warfare. 

General Williams said experiments 
with body armor had not been very 
successful. With the exception of 
the helmet all armor was found to 
be practically useless. 

General Williams said the depart- 
ment had abandoned the idea of 
throwing into the ocean or other- 
wise destroying great supplies of 
TNT and other high explosives. He 
explained that 80,000,000 pounds of 
TNT and 100,000,000 pounds of pow- 
der was on hand, in addition to im- 
mense quantities of other explo- 
sives. The powder will be sold or

be sold to. the agricultural depart- 
ment, part will be sold to the trade 
and the remainder will be kept in 
storage in well-guarded warehouses 
with unusual protections against 
fire.

‘regime, whatever political form it 
may eventually assume. 

The observers do not believe that 
Kolchak is conspiring to restore the 
monarchy, as some of his opponents 
charge. They look upon the Kol- 
chak government as the only group 
offering hope of a solution, ) 

Churches are Crowded. 

The correspondent visited the 
churches in Omsk during the serv- 
ices Saturday night and found them 
all ‘ crowded. The cathedral was 
overflowing. Most of the worship- 
ers were men and all were standing 
quietly at prayer. 

Just along the four thousand milés 
of the trans-Siberian railway, so at 
Omsk, the masses of the Russian 
people apparently crave only peace 
and order, opportunity to obtain the 
necessities of life and a fair meas- 
ure of comfort and happiness. They 
say they are surfeited with suffer- 
ing, war and sorrow. It is hard to 
reconcile the gentle, sympathetic 
and hospitable Russians encountered 
everywhere in this region with the 
tales of ferocity coming across the 
Urals. 

At this critical hour of reconstruc- 
tion the people are turning trust- 
ingly to America and the allies for 
help. Their leaders emphasize that 
if help would be effective it must 
be immediate. The leaders here 
hope for a common stand by the 
powers toward Russia and for con- 
structive assistance. 

The government officials here say 
there is most urgent need for the 
reorganization of the railroads, so 
vital to the bringing in of food, 
clothing and general supplies. The 
ministers urge that the American 
railway commission ‘come to Omsk 
to consult with them concerning de- 
tails. They would also like to have 
the American war trade board take 
up plans for securing capital for 
Siberian industries. 


JUDGE WILL PROBE

Chicago, January 24.—Investiga- 
tion of alleged irregularities in the 
jury deliberations in the resent trial 
of Congressman-elect Victor L, Ber- 
ger, of Milwaukee, and four other 
socialist leaders, who were convicted 


of conspiracy in violating the espi- 
onage law, will be made tomorrow 
by Federal Judge Landis. 

Subpoenas have been served on the 
twelve jurors who heard the case 
summoning them to appear in court 
and be questioned,

claims to have an affidavit from 
Thomas C. Nixon, a juror, who is 
said to have alleged that prejudi- 
cial remarks against the defendants 
were made by certain jurors and a 
deputy marshal while the trial was 
in progress.
